A Keceiver Appointed and Its 


Affiirg to be Wound Bp. 


The Pacific National Bank bas again 


beep compelled to suspend payment, and 
by tote of tbe Directors, t will go Into 
liquidation al once. The reasons lor this 
unfortunate 
denouement 
are 
several. 


There was LO deujlcg tha. when tbe bank 
opened Its doors for busin >8s on tbe same 
fooling with other Institutions, tbe diffi- 
cult! s in the way of success were gieat, 
Unable to secure public [confidence with- 
out proof of stability sucL as only time 
could give, tbe bank fallec to gate admis- 
sion to the Clearing House, although its 
officers claim that their Qcancial statement 
was better than the average Boston bank 
could sboir. 
Mr. Whitney, tbe newly- 


elected Cashier, states tha; since the bank 
ic-uined business its liabilities have been 
reduced to the extent o 11,200.000 
II 


such accommodation as it is customary 
for Boston binks to extend taoh other 
dally h^d|been granted to the Pacific, Mr. 
Whitney is confident it could have suc- 
cessfully overcome all obstacles and bavQ 
become u solid institution. But all obliga- 
tions ol the Pacific reach ng other banks 
were.lt Is claimed, instantly presented 
for collection. 
Furthermore tha bank's 


paper In great part matuijed at about thJ 
same time. It came to pass, therefore! 
that on Saturday the bank was unable to 
meet notes amounting to about $500,000 
and they went to protest- The Directors 
thereupon met, and deeming it; useless to 
continue the struggle longer, it was voted' 
to go into voluntary HquK ation and to ap- 
ply to the Comptroller for a receiver. The 
The Directors express a bslief that all ob- 
ligations to depositors can be paid in full. 
The loss, of course, falls, ipon the stock- 
holders. Tbeamovnt ol the first capital 
stock, 4,1,000,000, is gone beyond hope. 
Whether anything can be realized on the 
one hundred per ceLt a8sesBmenr,amount- 
ing thus far to about 874^,000, it is now 
impossible to stute. 


But the question of a ba ance or deficien- 


cy after the payment of the depositors 
raises a very grave problem 
Whether a 


receiver, with bis limited, powers, will be 
able to pay depositors in lull from the as- 
sets as they stand is a matter about which 
many express much doubt. If then, there 
shall be a deficiency, can the stockholders 
be assessed to make it jp? This is tbe 
vital point in the present situation, and un- 
fortunately lor those who, as m duty 
bound, have already paid 100 per cent, on 
their old stock, tbe weigh! of legal op.nion 
seems to be against them. It is a new is 
sue and one which crippled banks cannot 
well aflord to meet. Gentlemen whose 
duties regulre blose familiarity with tbe 
national bunking laws affijoilhaciniesum- 
ing busings tbej Pacific assumed legally 
the position of a new banf, with a capital 
stock of tie amount of tbe assessment paid 
—now 9742,000. The bank is doing busi- 
ness on the same footing aad with the same 
responsibilities as Ft It had bad no previaus 
existence 
If tbe situatioa were otherwise 


depos tors would not be .surrounded witb 
the safeguards required bv law. But such 
an argument exempts from liability tbe old 
stockholcers who have not paid their as- 
sessments, for the legal capital of a bank 
is the amount paid in—In this case $742.* 
000 It follows.w that eve it, that only this 
$742 0^0 s liable to asseEsment. The re-r 
suit is fnevitable. In cas^of the tempor- 
ary crippling of a bank in thefuture,wheie 
it is onlyi necessary to levy an assessment 
to tide over the difficulty, it will be impos- 
sible to jsecure voluntary payment by tbe 
stockboldeis 
Liquidation and consequent 


less will be the only rest It. Some claim 
that the stockholders, who have failed to 
pay the assessment In the piesent case,can 
be made equally liable with those who 
have, in ca»e ot another deficiency. Tbe 
equity of tbe matter certainly lies in that 
dnectibn, even if thelettei of the law can- 
not be'construed to support it. The work 
of collecting tbe balance, of the original 
assessment is to be pushed by .ill legal 
means. 


Mr. Linus M. Price, of New Jersey, has 


been appointed Receiver of the bankj. 
Mr. 


Price is a gentleman of large experience in 
such matters, having successfully wound 
up tbe affairs of half a dozen banks. He 
will arrive to-day and take charge of the 
bank as soon as be has furnished the nec- 
es^ary bond. Tbe bank, meantime, is in 
tbe custody of Bank Examiner Magruder. 
After providing for the retirement of the 
bank'$ circulation the Receiver's only duty 
is to the depositors. Having settled their 
claims' the balance, if any remains, may be 
turned over to1 the stockholders, to be ap- 
portioned by an agent of their choosing. 
The depositors have already been paid one- 
third then claims, and there have been few 
it any new deposits received. Contracts in 
set' lement with creditors and debtors are 
made void by tbe suspension as regards 
their provisions for the future. This will 
affect tbe relations of tbe bank witb a num- 
ber of individuals and other institutions, 
but not, it is believed, in such a way as to 
cripple any one.

W. J. Best, one of tbe bunk's stockholders, 
and whose connection with its affairs Is 
well known, baa been submitted for publi- 
cation .
